It was not known immediately 
what efforts were being made 
to reach the other vehicle. 

Government authorities at Suf- 
field have made repeated at- 
tempts to find the missing army 
bus since midnight Sunday, and 
the snow-bound area has now 
‘been narrowed to 1#-mile-stretch 
near Bowell. 

An army snowplow was dis- 
patched from Suffield east be- 
fore midnight Sunday night 
when {t became apparent the bus 
was “lost.” This plow bucked its 
way to a point 10 miles east of 
Suffield before it became 
“stuck.” 

Then at 2 a.m. today a con- 
voy was dispatched from the 
experimental station. 

Tt included a bulldozer, a sup- 
ply lorry, a four-wheel drive, and 
a@ bus with some 10 well-equipped 
soldiers, armed with snow shov- 
els. Attempts were made to get 
R.C.A.F. planes off the ground 
to join in the search, but the ef-

That convoy had not been 
heard from between the time it 
left Suffield and noon today. 
SNOWPLOW STUCK

More Snow Due Tonight 
6,000 Flu Cases Listed 


Absenteeism 
At Schools 
20 Per Cent 


Conservative estimates 
places the number of pérsons 
in Greater Victoria who are 
or have suffered the present 
mild-type ‘flu ‘at ‘‘easily 
6,000"’ to date, 

Absenteeism among the 11,500 
children in the area totalled 20 
per-cent-in some schools at the 
peak. 

This waS considered normal for 
this time bf year, however. 

Accurate statistics on the num- 
ber of “flu cases” in Greater 
Victoria have been unobtainable 
since only actual reports from 
doctors have been included. They 
did not take into consideration 
the hundreds who have been 
bedded down but not sufficiently 
ill to call a doctor. . 


DOCTORS BUSY 


Also doctors have been so busy 
that Im all. cases they have not 
made reports to the medical 
;health officers in the various 
‘}municipatities.: " 


There are only a handful of 
reported cases compared to the 
number known to be off work 
and in bed. 


“The situation however is 
nothing to get alarmed about,” 
said one medical official. ““Doe- 
tors are watching for any sudden 
outbreak that may have com- 
munity complications, but to date 
no such outbreak has occurred. 

“In fact there is a greater 
tendency to build up ah immunity 
to epidemics in cities than in 
rural areas.” , 

J. F. K, English, municipal in- 
spector of schools, stated that 
absenteeism which went as high 
as 20 per cent im some schools 
08.not,,out.of the ordinary and 
was not all attributable to colds 
and ‘flu. i 

“The absenteeism, however, has 
dropped considerably in the past 
two weeks,” he said. 

One nurse reported some class- 
rooms showed a little patch of 
absenteeism, with a handful of 
desks, all in one area, vacant. 


Meanwhile B.C, health depart: | 


| ment officials revealed one of 
seven B.C. persons who died from 
influenza in the week of Feb, 16 
to 23 was an elderly Langford 
man. “ 

The other six included three 
elderly Vancouver people, one 
Penticton, ore Kamloops and a 
three-year-old Revelstoke girl. 

Last week district health offi- 
cers from all parts of the prov- 
ince reported to headquarters a 
total of 2,589 ‘flu cases of which 
1,944 were in the Okanagan.

Victoria, shaving weathered 
the lowest Manch temperature 
in 48 years early today, is in 
for more cold and more snow 
tonight, the weather man re- 
ported this ‘afternoon. 

Between 430 and 5.30. this 
morning, mercury at Gonzales 
observatory dropped to 22; while 
the official temperature on the 
grass was 17, 

This. was the coldest here in

One of 
them, Mr. J. J. Nolan, said the Govern- 
ment was acting illegally and took his 
case to the courts. All the courts of 
Canada, including the Supreme Court, 
said Mr. Nolan was right and the Gov- 
ernment wrong. 

While this case was- being litigated 
the Canadian Government decided that 
appeals to the Privy Council in London 
should be abolished. Mr. Garson, Minis- 
ter of Justice, said the Privy Councit had 
become a’ “badge Of Colonialism." He 
asked Parliament to “rise above lesser 
loyalties and lesser considerations to 
think and act as citizens and legislators 
of a great country.” Parliament agreed 
and abolished Privy Council appeals. As 
urged by Mr. Carson, the Canadian Su- 
preme Court became the final court of 
appeal. Canada at last felt able to inter- 
pret its own laws. 

In the last few days, however, the 
Government has beaten a hasty retreat 
through a legal loophole. It is actually 
appealing the Nolan barley case to the 
Privy Council. This it is technically able 
to do Sitice the Case began before the 
appeals were abolished. In so doing it 
is pubiicly declaring its lack of confidence 


in the Canadian Supreme Court which it 
has just made supreme. Hardly has the 
Government finished declaring that the 
Supreme Court is competent to Judge any 
case, before it declares that perhaps the 
Privy Council may be wiser after all. 
Defeated in its own court, the Gdvern- 
ment hurries to London, hoping for a 
favorable decision. 

If the Privy Council is wiser, if by 
chance it reverses the decisions of the 
Canadian courts in. the barley case, why 
should this source of superior wisdom 
be denied:to Canadian litigants? What 
becomes’ then of Mr. Garson’s’ “badge°ot 
colonialism?” 

True, there can be no more appeals 
to London from now on, but when the 
Government uses a technical device to 
make one last appeal it casts very seri- 
ous doubt on the future competence of 
its. own court, 

In the hope of winning the barley 
case and establishing its right to seize 
private property under emergency pow- 
ers, the Government has affronted the 
Canadian courts, repudiated its own pol- 
icy and made peculiarly disagreeable 
nonsense of,its big talk .about’ Cana- 
dian autonomy. It would be wise to 
abandon its appeal to London before 
the nonsense goes any farther. 


New Life In The Senate 


‘THE SENATE, OFTEN REGARDED 
as a vestigial organ of government 
and once called by one of its members 
the most expensive old men's home in 
Canada, is showing new signs of life. 

It is debating the possibility of its 
own. reforms—30. years after Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King promis.d to reform it. The 
Senate cannot reform itself. Its position, 
composition and powers are fixed in the 
constitution, which cannot be changed 
without the approval of the Commons 
and, in this matter, cannot be changed 
without the -consent of -a-majority~ or 
perhaps all) the provinces. Still, that the 
Senate -is—thinking- of limiting the age 
of its members, of appointing some 
senators for five years only, of allowing 
the provinces to appoint others,is an 
encouraging sign. 

Actually the work of the Senate is 
little understood by the public and still 
less appreciated. Its speeches, on aver- 
age;..are..far above the level of the 
Commons, It has time to study public 
business as,the overworked Commons 
has not.

In the last few years the Senate has 
had its say. It brought cheap mar-

Under Senator T. A. Crerar—a Canadian 
statesman of first rank—it has lately 
made. its own examination of the Gov- 
ernment’'s budget where the Commons 
perforce passed it in unconsidered 
ehunks. -The report of Senator Crerar’s 
committee, pointing to waste in govern- 
ment, the chance of saving and the 
danger of unnecessary expenditure, was 
a formidable document which must have 
shaken the Cabinet, with effects which 
should be clear.in Mr. Abbott's _ next 
budget: In short, the Senate has been 
earning its pay of late. 

But- assuredly it-needs reform before 
it becomes, bythe death of the few 
Surviving Conservatives, nothing more 
than a Liberal haven. .._Reform must. be 
a slow and difficult constitutional pro- 
cess. In the meantime, Mr. St. Laurent, 
secure in power, can well afford to 
appoint to the Senate some men who 
have not earned. rewards within the 
Libera] party and some who have. dis- 
tinguished themselves in the Conserva- 
tive Party or the C.C.F. The Senate 
was constructed to represent the whole 
nation and especially to protect minori- 
ties. The minorities deserve more 
representation in it. 


No Arms For Germany’ | 


( ‘OVERNMENTS, LIKE INDIVIDUALS, 


hate to admit their mistakes. Unlike 
indivfliuals, governments have a. huge 
apparatus of propaganda, ceremony and 
double-talk to hide their mistakes. By 
skilfu) disguise they can reverse their 
policies overnight without seeming to 
change course. 

Thus the United States’ mistake In 
planning to arm western Germany has 
not been admitted but, after a convenient 
delay, is now perfectly clear. And with- 
out any frank public announcement the 
policy in Germany has been totally 
reversed. 

Whereas the United States Govern- 
ment insisted-at the Big Three conference 
of last September that Germany must 
be re,armed forthwith, continued to press 
for re-armament at the Washington con- 
ference of November and in the Brussels 
conference of December, now the whole 
idea is quietly dropped. When General 
Eisenhower says that the re-armament 


of the other western European countries 
must be a first priority his meaning is 
plain—western Germany's 1re-armament 
has been postponed indefinitely. 

The reasons for this~ reversal are 
simple enough. France and Britain fear 
a militarized Germany but that was not 
the chief obstacle to the American policy. 
It was reyoked for two other and larger 
reasons—Germany refused to re-arm and 
could not be forced to re-arm; and the 
re-armament of Germany, even if it could 
be arranged, seemed likely to precipitate 
a Russian thrust westward before Ger- 
many became rtrong again. 

Western Germany's immediate role in 
European defence evidently is to be the 
manufacture: of stee] and other materials 
of armament. Lacking a lull in the 
cold war, however, the time will come 
later on when the necessity of arming 
Germany as part of the international 
army for Europe's defence will have to 
be faced again.

It was they rather 
than the current crop who made ail the 
noise, and this was rather pathefic and 
rheumatic to look at. 


SOCIETY, I suppose, in any country at 
“any time, is always pathetic to look 
at, for it is essentially a futile attempt 
to escape from reality into an imaginary 
world, constructed for a single evening, 
Hence it has always been, in al} civiliz- 
ations, that Society sets up imaginary 
leaders and imaginary deities to worship, 
who are quite undistinguished and often 
useless in the real world of weekdays. 
And hence it is that so many empty 
women take pride in a worthless social 
distinction when they should be proud of 
their ability to bake cakes and bathe 
babies, a solid accomplishment. 


I Cannot imagine why women want 
to have their pictures. in the papers. at-

Bet just imagine what an outcry there 

would be if our own darling Bessie 
Forbes, that best of all society editors, 
were to write that.

HOSPITAL PREMIUMS 

In the matter of Government Hospital 
Insurance, it would seem that if this in- 
surance scheme, as it has hitherto been 
managed is to stand on its own feet, the 
fees paid to hospitals, plug overhead, are 
going to make the premiums exhorbitant 
and impossible of payment by many such 
as pensioners and others who have to 
live on small settled incomes, with the 
dollar only worth about 30 cents, and 
no cost-of-living bonus. 

It would be interesting to know what 
percentage of B.C.’s population do not 
pay their premiums. To increase over- 
head by employing a staff to ferret out 
defaulters does not help matters, as the 
cost would be greater than the amount 
realized. 

If hospital insurance is to be run by 
the government, as it must be, it should 
obtain the money necessary’ from every- 
body by a tax no one can default. As a 
suggestion this could be obtained by a 
half, or 1 cent, on gasoline to be collected 
by the of] companies on their deliveries 
to industries, gas stations, etc. It is true 
tourists would help, but the amount 
would be so small it is not thought they 
would object. ; 

The point is that everyone must sub- 
scribe, and not as under present arrange 
ments, hold off until discovered, and 
many never will be discovered. 

There is, of course, an addition which 
could be made to the sales tax. The gov- 
ernment could, of course, make up any 
deficit by cutting expenses elsewhere but, 
unfortunately, that is not usually con- 
sidered, the one and only thought is: 
How can taxes be increased?

Europe's Key 


By STEWART ALSOP From Washington 

A NIGHTMARE is beginning to haunt 
those principally responsible for 

American foreign policy. For it is now 

about as certain as such things can be 

that the Kremlin will 

soon formally propose 

a German settlement 

based on the unity of 

a “nettralized” Ger- 

many, after the staged 

withdrawal of all occu- 

pation troops, And it 

is even possible that 

the Kremlin will add 

glittering poe a 

dressing, by ostensibly 

accepting the principle . Stewart _ 

of a free, secret, unsupervised vote to 

elect a single all-German government. 
This prospect has initiated a crucial, 

agonized debate in the inner circles of 

the State Department and the Pentagon. 

For the objective of such an apparently 

reasonable Soviet offer would be to end 

western rearmamenf, split the western 

alliance, and thus knock the props right 

out from under American foreign policy. 


The evidence is increasingly strong 
that the Soviets will produce some such 
proposal ‘at’ the forthcoming foreign min- 
isters’ conference. This evidence takes 
various forms, such as dispatches from 
Moscow, passed by the Soviet censors, 
reporting that the Soviets are now eager 
for a German settlement on generous 
terms. But the most convincing evi- 
dence is provided by the course of the 
campaign - for “unity and neutrality” 
waged within Germany by the east Ger- 
man Communists. 

A genuine German. settlement would 
involve a genuine Austrian settlement. 
This would means a Soviet guarantee 
to withdraw the Red a fram all the 
satellites—and the satellites are more 
restive than ever before. It would mean 
the loss to Russia of the vital Erzege- 
birge uranium mines in east Germany 
A real secret vote would mean an over- 
welming defeat of the east German Com- 
munist regime, anda deadly blow at 
Soviet world prestige. 


ALL-GERMAN GOVERNMENT 


Finally, it would mean a pro-western, 
or at least strongly anti-Communist, all- 
German government, and however “neu- 
tralized"“Germany ‘might: be, it is-almost 
unimaginable that the: Kremlin would / 
accept such a risk. 

For these reasons and others, it Is 
believed that any Soviet proposal for a 
German settlement will be essentially a 
fake, a tempting trap for the unwary 
west. Yet even a fake proposal; cleverly 
camouflaged, could have disastrous con- 
sequences, American policy is now 
Squarely based on the assumption that a 
true balance of power can only be 
achieved, and peace maintained,if west 
ern Europe is rendered defensible. 

This is why the internal debate now 
going on is so vitally important. One 
scheol . of. thought,. particularly in the 
Pentagon, believes any German settle 
ment at this time, on any terms, disas 
trous. This school would attempt tc 
forestall the Kremlin with a prior Ameri 
can proposal for a German settlement 
festooned with conditions which the 
Soviets would nof—conceivably accept 
Yet any diplomatic device so obvious anc 
so clumsy might itself split the Allies, b 
convincing the Europeans that the Unitec 
States was interested only in war. 

However we look at it one thing is 
clear—and it is the reason why one o 
these reporters has now left for Ger 
many. The world struggle is now moving 
into a new stage of crisis; which wil 
almost certainly centre around the coun 
try which Lenin called “the key t 
Europe.”

Joint T.C.L.-C.C:L. Council Seeking 
Bill Of Rights, Fair Practices 


By DAVE McINTOSH 
‘VANCOUVER (CP)—British Columbia Labor swung hard 
at. racial discrimination and intolerance today and discussed 


methods of combating them. 

It was the first such meeting 
ever held in. western Canada. 
B.C. labor is seeking a bill of 
rights and a fair employment 
practices act in the province. 

Thousands of trade unionists 
were represented at the meeting 
of the Joint.Labor.Committee to 
Combat Racial Discrimination, 
an educational agency sponsored 
by the Vancouver and District 
Trades and Labor Council 
(T.L.C.) and the Greater Van- 
couver Labor Council (C.C.L.). 

Scattered among some 80 dele- 
Chinese, 
Japanese, negroes and both men 
and women of several religious 
faiths. 

S. B. Gervin, Vancouver lawyer 
and a member of the’ National 
Committee on Human Rights, 
gave these examples. of what 
labor must fight: 

No persons of :African or 
Asiatic descent may reside in one 
Vancouver district ‘unless they 
are ‘servants in those homes. 

This clause in a property 
covenant follows immediately on 
another which says residents of 
this district may not keep sheep, 
swine or poultry on their 
property. 

No Chinese can get a job in 
a bank except in Chinatown. 

Vancouver’s three leading 
hotels bar negroes exeept in the 
case of a negro bandleader whose 
orchestra is in town. 

Negroes are employed here 
only as red-caps, railway pcs ters 
or shoe shine boys. 

Mr. Gervin said entire groups 
found difficulty in getting jobs 
here—negroes, Chinese, Japanese, 
Indians, Jews and Roman 
Catholics. They were denied

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. 
(Reuters) — Comprehensive 
information on the legal 
status of women throughout 
the world with regard to 
civil, military’ and jury ser- 
vice has been compiled for 
the first time in a Unted 
Nations report entitled 
“Women In Public Services 
and Functions.” 

“The most striking fea: 
ture revealed by the secre- 
tary-general’s report on this 
question is the frequent dis- 
crimination against married 
women,” a U.N. press re- 
lease said. 

“In Australia, Belgium, 
Canada, the Union of South 
Africa and the United King- 
dom marriage is as a rule a 
bar to the appointment of 
women or their continuation 
in office.

The lowest March temperature 
ih almost half a century was‘re- 
corded here today on the heels 
of the second snowstorm of the 
week-end Sunday, officials at 
Government Meteorological Ob- 
servatory on Gonzales ‘Hill re- 
ported, More snow was __ pre- 
dicted tonight. 

The mercury reading at 4.30 
a.m, registered 22 degrees, with 
the temperature on the grass 
down to 17. Back in 1903 a 
record reading of 21 degrees 
was reported. 

Coldest'-March temperature in 
weather bureau history here 
was 20 on March 9, 1888. 

Third day of the deep March 
freeze here found streets ice- 
glazed and a light snow blanket 
over the entire city and environs. 
It. increased fears of spread- of 
flu arid caused numerous mittor 
traffic mishaps. 

But while Victoria had only 
4 of an inch of snow to con- 
tend with, Vancouver was buried 
under approximately one foot in 
some places. 

Many Victorians left their cars 
at home today and rode the 
buses, which were packed with 
early morning riders. The Island 
Highway was clogged with 
stalled cars of those who*couldn’t 
wait for buses.

GI's High 
Marines Enter - 
‘Massacre Valley’: 


WITH THE MARINES~ AT 
HOENGSON, KOREA (UP)-~ 
The naked bodies of 30 U.S. sol- 
diers were found today in “Mas- 
sacre Valley,” where the Chinese 
kilied the men and stole their 
clothes in the slaughter of 
Feb, 12. 

U.S. £nd Division vfficers, some 
of them survivors of the bloody 
ambush, said more evidence of 
the massacre was farther up the 
road, 

Marines fighting a battle of 
revenge through the valley and 
an army graves registration team 
found 30 bodies’ around U.S, ar- 
tillery position in the village of 
Saemal, four miles northwest of 
Hoengsong. 

The bodies were two miles 
north of a blasted 2nd Division 
convoy which the marines found 
Saturday. An undisclosed number 
of dead were found.on.that.bat- 
tlefield. 

The men found today were 
jmembers of the 105th Artillery 
| Battalion which apparently was 
set up early in February. They 
had set up a position of four 
howitzers ringed by machine 
guns and rifle foxholes. 

BODIES TELL GRIM STORY 


Today the bodies told of the 
failure of that fight. Piles of 
cases of fired cartridges were 
heaped beside the foxholes. Next 
to one there was a belt of. un- 
fired 5O0-calibre cartridges. The 
soldier lying nearby never had a 
chance to fire. 

It appeared that the battalion 
pulled out when it finally realized 
it was pitted against overwhelm- 
Ing odds. It pulled out so fast it 
left two guns in position. The 
guns were recovered today. 

Marine combat correspondent 
Sgt. Allen G. Maynard, Decature, 
Ala., said 10 bodies were found 
in a ditch beside a village house. 
They had been stripped of winter 
clothing. Another 10 were found 
piled beyond the house, Other 
dead were scattered over the clut- 
tered area. 

An American, described as 
elderly, had been knifed to death 
near a bridge just north of Sae- 
mal, His*uniform was gone. Two 
young GI's lay in a muddy rice 
paddy beside their knocked-out 
tank.
